Day 1: 
The Blood Saves You From Spiritual Death 


John 6:52-54 


Key Scripture: Then the people began arguing with each other about 
what he meant. “How can this man give us his flesh to eat?” they asked. 
So Jesus said again, “I tell you the truth, unless you eat the flesh of the 
Son of Man and drink his blood, you cannot have eternal life within 
you. But anyone who eats my flesh and drinks my blood has eternal 
life, and I will raise that person at the last day. —John 6:52-54 


Confession: Father, I thank You that because of the blood of Jesus, 
death has no hold over me. I will live forever with You in heaven 
because through the blood, to be absent from the body is to be present 
with my Lord. Amen! 


Day 2: 
The Blood Forgives You of Your Sins 


Leviticus 4:20, Matthew 26:28, Colossians 1:14 


Key Scripture: God has purchased our freedom with his blood and has 
forgiven all our sins. —Colossians 1:14 


Confession: 


Father, I am so thankful that You forgive me from all of my sins because of the blood of Jesus. 
I declare that I am made innocent by the blood of Jesus. I am free from guilt, shame and 


condemnation forever. Amen! 


Day 3: 
The Blood Gives You Life 


Leviticus 17:11, John 6:53 


Key Scripture: So Jesus said again, “I tell you the truth, unless you eat 
the flesh of the Son of Man and drink his blood, you cannot have 
eternal life within you. —John 6:53 


Confession: Father, I thank You that I have abundant life through the 
blood of Jesus. I have an abundance of Your peace, Your joy, Your 
righteousness, Your healing, Your provision in my life. Amen! 


Day 4: 
The Blood Makes You Holy 


Exodus 29:21, Hebrews 10:29 


Key Scripture: Just think how much worse the punishment will be for 
those who have trampled on the Son of God, and have treated the blood 
of the covenant, which made us holy, as if it were common and unholy, 
and have insulted and disdained the Holy Spirit who brings God’s 
mercy to us. —Hebrews 10:29 


Confession: Father, I thank You for the blood of Jesus which makes me 
holy. I am sanctified and set apart by the blood of Jesus for your 
specific plan and purpose for my life. I commit to living a life of 
holiness; to set myself apart from the things of this world. Amen. 


Day 5: 
The Blood Gives You Protection 


Exodus 12:13 


Key Scripture: But the blood on your doorposts will serve as a sign, 
marking the houses where you are staying. When I see the blood, I will 
pass over you. This plague of death will not touch you when I strike the 
land of Egypt.—Exodus 12:13 


Confession: Father, I thank You for the blood of Jesus being applied to 
the doorpost of my life. I declare that no evil will come near my 
dwelling place nor will any plague come near my tent. Nothing shall by 
any means harm, hurt or injure me. Amen! 


Day 6: 
The Blood Brings You Peace 


Leviticus 3:1-3, Colossians 1:20 


Key Scripture: And through him God reconciled everything to himself. 
He made peace with everything in heaven and on earth by means of 
Christ’s blood on the cross. —Colossians 1:20 


Confession: Father, I thank You that through the blood of Jesus, I now 
have the peace that passes all understanding guarding my heart and 
mind. I declare that I have peace, wholeness and completeness, nothing 
missing and nothing broken, in any and every area of my life. Amen! 


Day 7: 


The Blood Causes Jesus to Live In You 


John 6:56 


Key Scripture: Anyone who eats my flesh and drinks my blood remains 
in me, and I in him.—John 6:56 


Confession: Father, I thank You for sending Jesus to live inside of me 
and I thank You that I now abide in Him because of the blood. I declare 
that Christ, the Anointed One, lives inside of me and that anointing 
removes every burden and destroys every yoke in my life and the lives 
of those that I touch. Amen! 


Day 8: 
The Blood Purchases You For The Father 


Acts 20:28 


Key Scripture: So guard yourselves and God’s people. Feed and 
shepherd God's flock—his church, purchased with his own blood— 
over which the Holy Spirit has appointed you as leaders. —Acts 20:28 


Confession: Father, I am so grateful that You were willing to pay the 
ultimate price for me, the blood of Your only Son, so that I could 
belong to You forever. I declare that I am forever Yours and that 
nothing can snatch me out of Your hands. Amen! 


Day 9: 
The Blood Justifies You 


Romans 3:24-26, 5:9 


Key Scripture: And since we have been made right in God's sight by 
the blood of Christ, he will certainly save us from God’s condemnation. 
—Romans 5:9 


Confession: Father, I thank You that because of the blood of Jesus, it is 
just as if I had never sinned. I declare that You are my defender and 
that I no longer need to spend my time defending myself against 
accusations. I am unaccusable because of the blood. I am forever Yours 
and nothing can snatch me out of Your hands. Amen! 


Day 10: 
The Blood Makes You Righteous 


Romans 3:24-26 


Key Scripture: For he was looking ahead and including them in what 
he would do in this present time. God did this to demonstrate his 
righteousness, for he himself is fair and just, and he makes sinners 
right in his sight when they believe in Jesus.—Romans 3:26 


Confession: Father, I thank You that I have right standing with You as 
my Father because of the blood of Jesus. I declare that because I am 
the righteousness of God in Christ Jesus, I no longer have to work to be 
right and do everything right. I acknowledge that I already am made 
right by the blood. Amen! 


Day 11: 
The Blood Reconciles You to God 


Romans 5:10, Colossians 1:20 


Key Scripture: For since our friendship with God was restored by the 
death of his Son while we were still his enemies, we will certainly be 
saved through the life of his Son.—Romans 5:10 


Confession: Father, I am so thankful that the blood of Jesus guarantees 
that sin no longer separates me from fellowship with You. I can walk 
hand in hand with You and talk with You face to face. Thank You. 
Amen! 


Day 12: 
The Blood Brings You Blessings 


1 Corinthians 10:16 


Key Scripture: When we bless the cup at the Lord’s Table, aren’t we 
sharing in the blood of Christ? And when we break the bread, aren’t 
we sharing in the body of Christ?—1 Corinthians 10:16 


Confession: Father, I am thankful for the abundant blessings that come 
into my life through the blood of Jesus. I declare that I am blessed 
coming in and blessed going out; that Your blessings are chasing me 
down and overtaking me in every area of my life. Amen! 


Day 13: 
The Blood Redeems You 


Ephesians 1:7, Colossians 1:14 


Key Scripture: He is so rich in kindness and grace that he purchased 
our freedom with the blood of his Son and forgave our sins.— 
Ephesians 1:7 


Confession: Father, I thank you that I am redeemed from the curse by 
the blood of Jesus. I declare that I am redeemed from sickness and 
disease, poverty and lack, problems in my relationships and failure in 
my career. Amen! 


Day 14: 
The Blood Brings You Near To The Father 


Ephesians 2:13 


Key Scripture: But now you have been united with Christ Jesus. Once 
you were far away from God, but now you have been brought near to 
him through the blood of Christ-—Ephesians 2:13 


Confession: Father, I am so thankful that the blood of Jesus has 
brought me back into close, intimate fellowship with You. I commit to 
taking advantage of the opportunity that I have to freely fellowship 
with You and spend time in Your presence Amen! 


Day 15: 
The Blood Destroys The Works of the Devil 


Hebrews 2:14 


Key Scripture: Because God’s children are human beings—made of 
flesh and blood—the Son also became flesh and blood. For only as a 
human being could he die, and only by dying could he break the power 
of the devil, who had the power of death.—Hebrews 2:14 


Confession: Father, I thank you that because of the blood of Jesus, the 
devil no longer has power over me; his schemes can no longer be 
effective in my life. I declare that I will walk in power and authority 
and give the devil no place in my life. Amen! 


Day 16: 
The Blood Gives You Access To The Holy of Holies 


Hebrews 9:12, Hebrews 10:19 


Key Scripture: And so, dear brothers and sisters, we can boldly enter 
heaven’s Most Holy Place because of the blood of Jesus. —Hebrews 
10:19 


Confession: 


Heavenly Father, I thank You that the blood of Jesus gives me access into the inner chamber. 


I agree that I am no longer an outsider but I have been brought into the inner circle of 
fellowship with You by the blood. I take authority over thoughts of inferiority and I enter into Your 


presence with confidence to fellowship with You intimately and freely. Amen! 


Day 17: 
The Blood Helps You To Serve God 


Hebrews 9:14, Hebrews 13:21 


Key Scripture: May he equip you with all you need for doing his will. 
May he produce in you, through the power of Jesus Christ, every good 
thing that is pleasing to him. —Hebrews 13:21 


Confession: Father, I thank You that through the blood of Jesus, I have 
the ability to walk free from sin and to live a life that is pleasing to You. 
I declare that I lay down my own agenda and I choose to live according 
to the plan and purpose that You have for my life. Amen! 


Day 18: 
The Blood Gives You Boldness 


Hebrews 10:19 


Key Scripture: And so, dear brothers and sisters, we can boldly enter 
heaven’s Most Holy Place because of the blood of Jesus. —Hebrews 
10:19 


Confession: Father, thank You for the boldness that comes to me 
through the blood of Jesus. I declare that I am as bold as a lion. I share 
the good news of the Gospel with boldness and confidence and I am an 
effective witness for Your Kingdom. Amen! 


Day 19: 
The Blood Saves You From Wrath 


Romans 5:9 


Key Scripture: And since we have been made right in God's sight by 
the blood of Christ, he will certainly save us from God’s condemnation. 
—Romans 5:9 


Confession: Father, I am so thankful that the blood of Jesus saves me 
from judgment and makes Your mercy available to me. I commit to 
taking thoughts captive that lie and tell me that You are mad at me or 
out to get me and I purpose to walk in Your mercy and loving kindness 
all the days of my life. Amen! 


Day 20: 
The Blood Established A New, Better Covenant 


Matthew 26:28, 1 Corinthians 11:25, Hebrews 12:24 


Key Scripture: You have come to Jesus, the one who mediates the new 
covenant between God and people, and to the sprinkled blood, which 
speaks of forgiveness instead of crying out for vengeance like the blood 
of Abel. —Hebrews 12:24 


Confession: Father, I am free from the law and the old covenant and I 
have entered into a new covenant with You through the blood of Jesus. 
I thank You that the new covenant is a better covenant with better 
promises. I declare that I no longer live under the law but that I am a 
partaker of the blessings of this new covenant. Amen! 


Day 21: 
The Blood Purifies You 


Hebrews 9:22 


Key Scripture: In fact, according to the law of Moses, nearly 
everything was purified with blood. For without the shedding of blood, 
there is no forgiveness.—Hebrews 9:22 


Confession: Father, I put my confidence in the blood of Jesus to purify 
me from doubt, unbelief and unholiness. I declare that I worship You 
from a sincere heart and a pure faith, holding nothing back from You. 
Amen! 


Day 22: 
The Blood Makes You Complete 


Hebrews 13:21 


Key Scripture: May he equip you with all you need for doing his will. 
May he produce in you, through the power of Jesus Christ, every good 
thing that is pleasing to him. All glory to him forever and ever! Amen. 
—Hebrews 13:21 


Confession: Father, I thank You that I have everything that I need 
through the blood of Jesus. I declare that You are my sufficiency and I 
will set my mind on the fact that I am whole and complete in You, 
lacking nothing in any area of my life. Amen! 


Day 23: 
The Blood Cleanses You 


Revelation 1:5 


Key Scripture: And from Jesus Christ. He is the faithful witness to 
these things, the first to rise from the dead, and the ruler of all the 
kings of the world. All glory to him who loves us and has freed us from 
our sins by shedding his blood for us.—Revelation 1:5 


Confession: Father, I thank You for the blood of Jesus that washes me 
white as snow and cleanses me from all of my sin. I no longer have to 
feel that I am not worthy to fellowship with You or be in Your presence. 
I am so thankful that You do not just cover over my sins, but that You 
wash me free from them. Amen! 


Day 24: 


The Blood Causes You To Overcome 


Revelation 12:11 


Key Scripture: And they have defeated him by the blood of the Lamb 
and by their testimony. And they did not love their lives so much that 
they were afraid to die. —Revelation 12:11 


Confession: Father, I thank You that I overcome and have a surpassing 
victory in every situation by the blood of the Lamb. I declare that I 
overcome any attack of the enemy against me. I overcome every 
negative situation and circumstance in my life and it turns and works 
to my favor by the blood of Jesus. I shall not be defeated in this life! 
Amen! 


Day 25: 
The Blood Heals You 


Isaiah 53:5 


Key Scripture: But He was wounded for our transgressions, He was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of our peace was upon 
Him; and with His stripes we are healed.—Isaiah 53:5 (KJV) 
Confession: Father, I thank You that the blood that was shed when 
Jesus died on the cross for me has set me free from all manner of 
sickness and disease. I declare that I am healed by the stripes of Jesus. I 
have been delivered from affliction. I will never be sick another day in 
my life. I will walk in supernatural health. Amen! 


Day 26: 


The Blood Frees You From Grief and Sorrow 


Isaiah 53:4-5 


Key Scripture: Surely He hath borne our griefs, and carried our 
sorrows: yet we did esteem Him stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted. 
But He was wounded for our transgressions, He was bruised for our 
iniquities: the chastisement of our peace was upon Him; and with His 
stripes we are healed.—Isaiah 53:4-5 (KJV) Confession: Father, I thank 
You that because of the blood of Jesus, I no longer have to be weighed 
down by grief and sorrow. Jesus carried away my grief and sorrow on 
the cross for me. I commit to resisting the temptation to give into grief 
and sorrow. I put on the garment of praise and purpose to rejoice in 
every situation. Amen! 


Day 27: 
The Blood Frees You From Fear 


Romans 5:8, 1 John 4:18 


Key Scripture: Such love has no fear, because perfect love expels all 
fear. If we are afraid, it is for fear of punishment, and this shows that 
we have not fully experienced his perfect love. —1 John 4:18 


Confession: Father, I thank You for setting me free from the torment of 
the spirit of fear by the blood of Jesus. I refuse to fear! I will no longer 
walk in the fear of man in my life. I will not be in fear of negative 
situations and circumstances. I will focus all of my attention on my 
Heavenly Father and His promises for provision and protection in my 
life. Amen! 


Day 28: 
The Blood Frees You From The Curse 


Galatians 3:13 


Key Scripture: But Christ has rescued us from the curse pronounced 
by the law. When he was hung on the cross, he took upon himself the 
curse for our wrongdoing. For it is written in the Scriptures, “Cursed is 
everyone who is hung on a tree.”—Galatians 3:13 


Confession: Father, I thank you that the blood of Jesus has freed me 
from the curse of the law so that I no longer have to suffer from the 
effects of the curse in my life. I am the head and not the tail, above only 
and not beneath. I declare that I walk under the blessing of God. I walk 
in divine health, I walk in peace, I walk in prosperity, I walk in victory. 
Amen! 


Day 29: 
The Blood Gives You Prosperity 


Zechariah 9:11-12 


Key Scripture: Because of the covenant I made with you, sealed with 
blood, I will free your prisoners from death in a waterless dungeon. 
Come back to the place of safety, all you prisoners who still have hope! 
I promise this very day that I will repay two blessings for each of your 
troubles. —Zechariah 9:11-12 


Confession: Father, I thank you that everything that I need to prosper 
and succeed has been provided for me by the blood of Jesus. I declare 
that I have a sufficient supply for every good work; that I am blessed to 
be a blessing to others; that I have no need for charitable contributions 
from others because God is my source and supply. Amen! 


Day 30: 
The Blood Sets You Free From Captivity 


Zechariah 9:11 


Key Scripture: Because of the covenant I made with you, sealed with 
blood, I will free your prisoners from death in a waterless dungeon.— 
Zechariah 9:11 


Confession: Father, I thank You that I am able to walk in liberty in 
every area of my life; any area that was once in bondage has now been 
set free by the blood of Jesus. I declare that my finances are free from 
debt. My body is free from sickness and disease. My mind and thoughts 
are free from torment. My relationships are free from strife. I declare 
that I am free indeed. Amen! 


Prayer of Salvation 


If you have never made Jesus the Lord of your life, never surrendered your life completely to 
Him and said, “God take out my old heart and give me a new heart, and make me born again” —do it 
now. Or perhaps you have tried to be good and you thought, “If I am good enough, if I go to church, 
or if I do these things, then I will be saved.” None of that will save you. Only the blood of Jesus will 
save you. I want to lead you in this prayer of faith and something miraculous is going to happen in 
your heart. Pray this out loud: “Heavenly Father, I invite Jesus Christ into my life as my Lord 
and as my Savior. I believe Jesus died for my sins. His blood was shed so that I could be 
forgiven and I believe that He has been raised from the dead. I declare Jesus Christ is my Lord 


from this moment forward. 


I receive the forgiveness of my sins through the blood of Jesus. Take out my 
old heart, Lord, and give me a new heart, a new spirit, a new life and I will 
follow You, with Your help, by Your grace, all the days of my life. In Jesus’ 


Name.”
